ever epgaged the attention of the Court, and in
which the public anxiety has been iocressced by the
long Interval that bus occurred between the tinal
arpument and the decision, and the resalt of the
slection that has been held In that interval,

Two lengthy opinlons were read, one by Judge
Prewster, expressing | he views of the majorily of the
Court, and another by Judge Ludlow, dissenting
from those views.

The decision of the majority of fthe Conrt retains
Mayor Fox in ofce by a mujority of 08 votes, while
Charles Gibbons 15 lustalled o the Distriot
Attorneyship, in place of Mr. JFurman
Sheppurd by the same mwajority. All the other Dem.
ocratle Inommbients claiming to have been elected
lust October are ousted, their nominal majorisles
having been less than that of Fox and Sheppard.

Judge Brewster's Opinion.

In the matter of the contested election of 1868,—
Contested electlons inve never been recelved with
favor by the courts, for they imposse upon us fntri-
cate questions of law and difenlt contlicts of facts,
begides the grave responsibilitics of passing upon the
effect to be given to the reosult of the ballot of the
people nt the polls,

The Euglish Courts have always regarded them as
wnwelcome, and here we have dismissed severa)
capes that were not found up the strongest

onds, If we did not hold them within strict
imits, we should be constautly overburdened with
the election of every offlcer in the couunty., $Whe
resent cases have broken into a season of large
ynginess, and had it not been for the able asslstance
of learned connsel, we should never have been eu-
abled to nnravel its tangied threads,
